Medical  Officer’s  Report  for  the  year  ending;  31st  December,  1966. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Longdendale  during  1966, 

The  major  change  brought  about  by  the  filling  up  of  the  Longdendale 
portion  of  the  Hattersley  overspill  is  the  alteration  in  the  age  structure 
of  our  population.  In  the  1961  census,  out  of  a  population  of  4,626  only 
2c yfo  (905)  were  under  15  years  of  age  and  1  6$  ( 745  9  were  over  65  years  of 
age.  In  the  1966  10$  sample  census,  out  of  a  population  of  8,180  no  less 
than  30$  (2,430)  were  under  15  years  of  age  and  only  10.6$  (C70)  were  over 
65  years  of  age.  It  is  the  new  in t alee  that  has  the  really  high  proportion 
of  young  people  and  in  one  part  of  the  Hot tram  lard  more  than  one  out  of 
every  three  persons  is  under  the  age  of  15  years. 

u'e  have  thus  changed,  in  a  short  space  of  time,  from  being  an  "old" 
population  to  being  a  "young"  one  and  an  appropriate  correction  factor 
has  had  to  bo  applied  to  our  death  rate  to  enable  a  fair  comparison  to 
be  made  with  the  rates  in  other  areas.  The  crude  death  rate  of  10,8 
thousand  has  thus  to  be  multiplied  by  a  factor  of  1,29,  giving  us  a 
corrected  death  rate  of  13.9  per  thousand.  This  figure  is  above  the 
national  average. 

Deaths  total  84,  43  males  and  41  females.  Of  these,  16  male  deaths 
(37$)  were  under  the  age  of  65  yeans  compared  with  10  female  deaths  (24$) 
under  the  age  of  65  years,  21  males  (50$)  and  25  females  (61$)  died  from 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  and  9  males  (21$)  and  8  females 
(20$)  from  various  forms  of  cancer.  These  deaths  from  cancer  included  3 
deaths  from  lung  cancer,  all  in  males, 

Mr.  Skirrow  in  his  comprehensive  report  refers  to  the  problem  of 
condensation  that  has  arisen  in  some  of  the  new  houses  on  Hattersley,  This 
"modem"  problem  has  become  acute  wherever  the  family  has  failed  to  learn 
the  art  of  living  in  a  well  constructed  flueless  modem  home.  In  such  a 
home  there  is  no  natural  ventilation  such  as  used  to  exist  past  ill  fitting 
doors  and  windows  and  especially  through  the  fireplace  and  chimney. 

Compared  with  much  of  the  recently  vacated  older  housing,  the  family  now 
has  a  modem  hot  water  system  so  that  an  abundance  of  steam  issues  from 
bathroom  and  kitchen  into  what  is  virtually  an  hermetically  sealed  box. 
Unless  the  financial  position  is  unusually  rosy,  full  use  cannot  be  mx.de 
of  the  high  cost  heating  available,  so  that  walls  and  windows  remain  cold 
and  for  the  same  reason  the  windows  remain  closed.  Thus  with  ventilation 
virtually  non-existent,  with  production  of  moisture  at  a  maximum  and 
heating  at  a  minimum,  condensation  is  inevitable. 

Just  how  great  the  resultant  problem  becomes  depends  largely  on  two 
things  s - 

1)  The  intelligence  of  the  family  concerned 

2)  The  amount  of  money  they  have  available  for  heating. 

I  have  often  found  kitchens  filled  with  steam  coming  from  both  sink 
and  cooker.  Whilst  the  window  remains  firmly  closed  the  door  into  the 
living  room  stands  wide  open.  I  have  seen  bedroom  and  living  room  window 
cills  covered  with  pools  of  water  that  are  overflowing  on  to  the  walls 
beneath  the  cill.  The  tenants  in  such  cases  aro  not  prepared  to  put  a 
strip  of  towelling  under  the  window  panes  to  catch  and  absorb  the 
condensation  at  source.  Condensation  on  such  a  scale  is  a  new  phenomenon 
to  th.  u  and  many  tend  to  regard  it  either  as  an  "let  of  God"  or  something 
entirely  due  to  faulty  construction.  Whatever  the  cause  it  is  not  their 
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£«iilt  and  is  quite  beyond  their 'control  -  so  they  reason  and  thus  they 
fadl  to  act.  Eventually  walls  and  floors,  furniture  and  belongings 
become  perpetually  damp  and  mould  begins  to  grow.  Even  then  I  have 
found  hence  qi,firp,  R  minutes  work  with  a  brush  would  remove  all  visible 
growth  of  mould  but  again  the  tenant  bakes  no  action - 

It  is  indeed  a  tragedy  that  the  ploaaure  of  a  new  home  in  pleasant 
surroundings  should  he  so  substantially  marred  by  the  appearance  of  a 
phenomenon  unknown  in  the  poor  property  that  has  been  left  behind.  A 
great  deal  of  hard  work  in  the  education  of  families  as  to  the  cause  and 
cure  of  condensation  is  needed  if  this  great  problem  is  to  be  dealt  with 
at  its  source. 

In  addition  to  education  I  believe  that  cheaper  whole-house  heating' 
coupled  with  some  form  of  permanent  ventilation  is  an  absolute  necessity. 

It  is  an  obvious  fact  that  where  there  are  several  children  the  production 
of  moisture  inside  the  liosic  is  high,  and  the  money  for  heating  that  home 
i3  low  -  thus  condensation  is  often  greatest  in  such  homes.  Improvements 
in  family  allowances  nay  go  somewhere  towards  helping  in  these  hor-'o.c, 
but  the  family  must  ho  taught  how  to  minimise  tiie  uacupe  of  steam  into 
the  living  rooms  and  he dr corns ,  and  bow  boot  to  ensure  some  degree  of 
ventilation  at  all  times. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  Hr.  Skirrow,  Mr.  Sargent  and  Mr*  Sidekotton 
for  their  unfailing  help  throughout  the  year  and  also  to  the  members  of  the 
council  for  their  very  genuine  interest  in  all  matters  affecting  pub] ic 
health .

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  for  the 


Obviously  the  major  change  in  the  district  was  the  continued 
development  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  Housing  Programme  at  Hattersley 
which  gave  a  further  675  dwellings  during  the  year.  Thus  at  the  end  of 
19 66  the  total  number  of  dwellings  in  the  district  had  risen  to  3,428 
compared  with  1,978  at  the  end  of  1964.  Such  rapid  proportional  growth  in 
the  number  of  properties,  places  a  considerable  strain  on  the  resources 
and  organisation  of  an  initially  small  district,  and  the  fact  that  loca.1 
services  have  been  maintained  on  a  satisfactory  standard,  even  when 
compared  with  some  of  the  services  vested  in  the  large  authorities,  viz 
Cheshire  County  Council  and  Manchester  Corporation  itself  must  be  a  source 
of  satisfaction  to  the  Council. 

As  in  previous  years  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Council  for  support  throughout  the  year,  and  to  the  Clerk,  Surveyor,  and 
'Medical  Officer  whose  co-operation  has  been  so  readily  given.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  the  total  number  of  dwellings 
in  the  district  rose  from  2,753  to  3,420,  (an  increase  of  675)  of  which,  1,388 
of  the  total  figure  were  properties  on  the  Hattersley  Housing  Estate  of 
Manchester  Corporation.

The  Cheshire  County  Council  completed  the  building  of  an  11  Bedded  Old 
People's  Home  in  Spring  Street,  Hollingworth  (on  the  site  01  demolished 
property)  this  to  bo  known  as  "The  Hollies" , 

How  dwellings  built  by  private  contractors  numbered  26,  these  all  being 
in  Mottram  (on  the  Hall  Drive  and  Roe  Cross  Estates  end  Church  Brow),  with 
the  exception  of  2  new  bungalows  in  Spring  Street,  Hollingworth, 

The  number  of  Houses  improved  by  Standard  Grant  (all  of  which  were  to 
the  full  standard)  was  25  while  3  houses  were  similarly  improved  buo  without 
grant  aid. 


This  shows  a  further  reduction  in  the  number  carried  out  compared  with 
previous  years,  viz,  39  in  19^5  and  75  in  1964,  and  is  disappointing  even 
when  taking  into  account  the  impetus  given  to  grant  scheme  submissions  by 
the  effect  of  sewer  extontions  in  previous  years. 


There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  the  official  view  of  the  Government 
is  that  use  of  both  the  Standard  and  Discretionary  Grants  should  be  encouraged 
and  increased  with  a  view  to  improving  existing  houses  where  this  is  justified, 
ultimately  to  achieve  the  target  referred,  to  in  Circular  53/ 64  Oi  having  a.ll 
remaining  houses  either  provided  with  modem  amenities  or  having  instituted 
action  towards  demolition. 


With  this  in  mind  the  Housing  Act  19 64  provided  powers  to  local . 
authorities  for  compulsory  actron  t owa.rds  improvement  of  dwellings  within 
prescribed  areas,  either  large  or  small}  rather  than  pursue  this  somewhat 
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cumbersome  statutory  procedure  the  Council  suggested  a  policy  of  informal 
approach  to  owners  by  publicity  and  circular  letter  for  selected  properties, 
but  the  response  as  seen  by  the  number  of  grants  made  has  not  been 
encouraging. 

Emphasising  the  importance  attached  to  this  subject  it  should  be 
mentioned  that  Officers  from  the  Regional  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Govenment  at  Manchester  made  a  special  visit  to  the  district  to 
obtain  act ails  of  progress  and  also  underline  the  Ministry's  concern  that 
further  progress  oe  made,  with  assurances  of  co-operation.

+  Adjourned  summonses  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1965  for  compliance  with 
notices  under  Sec. 39  and  93 »  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  at  owo 
properties  were  withdrawn  in  February  following  completion  of  necessary 
work. 

One  of  the  loss  satisfactory  features  of  the  year  was  the  increasing 
number  of  complaints  received  from  tenants  of  houses  on  the  Han  Chester 
Overspill  Estate,  many  of  which  related  to  dampness,  mostly  of  the 
c ondens  at ory  nature , 

Condensation  is  generally  acknowledged  to  be  a  serious  problem  in  certain 
types  of  housing  development,  and  many  authorities  have  debated  the  causes 
and  remedies,  some  attempting  to  apportion  the  major  responsibility  on  the 
tenants use  of  mis-usc  of  ventilation  and  heating,  others  asking  for  central 
government  advice  and  financial  assistance  where  ac.. novlecgiiij_,  expensive 
works  might  be  necessary. 

The  fact  still  remains  that  some  dwellings  on  this  estate  do  show 
extensive  signs  of  dampness,  end  that  the  types  of  heating  systems  and  lack 
of  natural  flue  ventilation,  together  with  the  houses  Doing  oj-fen  he^.i/^u  up 
as  quickly  as  possible  for  limited  periods  of  each  day  are  factors  in  the 
trouble. 

I  feel  it  is  fair  to  say  that  whilst  acknowledging  tie  difficulties 
involved  in  finding  a  solution  to  the  problem,  the  Manchester  Corporation 
Housing  Department  must  bear  some  criticism  in  its  approach  to  same,  and 
particularly  as  evidenced  by  the  lack  of  confidence  whies,  has  built  up  in 
tenants  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  normal  channels  of  reporting  defects  to 
the  Department. 


It  had  always  been  understood  that  a  separate  unis  would  be 
the  estate  available  for  tenants  to  take  up  maintenance  miters , 
though  dwellings  were  first  occupied  within  this  district  on  the 
1964,  and  that  prior  to  this  time  much  of  the  development  within 
Municipal  Borough  had  been  built,  there  is  still  no  satisfactory 
the  estate  to  which  tenants  can  refer,  though  plans  Lave  been  ap 
such  a  unit  on  a  site  in  Awbum  Road.

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Fourteen  mains'  samples  mere  taken  in  addition  to  those  taken  regularly 
hy  the  Waterworks  Department. 

One  of  those  showed  counts  of  7  Colifom  Bacilli  and  7  Bact  Coli  (Type  l) 
per  100  ml.  hut  repeat  samples  token  at  the  sane  house  and  one  adjoining 
showed  results  of  8  Colifom  Bacilli  and  nil  Bact  Coli  (Type  l),  and  wholly 
Nil  count  respectively.  Further  samples  taken  hy  Manchester  Corporation 
Waterworks  at  the  original  sampling  point  also  gave  wholly  Nil  Counts.  The 
unsatisfactory  sample  is  helived  to  have  arisen  from  work  which  had  heen 
carried  out  on  the  individual  service. 

All  other  mains  samples  were  completely  satisfactory  bacteriologically. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  as  to  discolouration  and' 
sediment  in  water  at  properties  served  hy  the  Edge  Lane,  Mottram,  main,  which 
seems  particularly  prone  to  this  trouble.  Sampling  showed  the  supply  to  he 
bacteriologically  satisfactory  hut  representation  was  ma.de  to  Manchester 
Corporation  Waterworks  on  the  subject,  as  a  result  of  which  some  remedial 
work  was  expected.

In  case  No,  1  the  owners  were  able  to  connect  the  property  to  a  main's 
supply,  and  in  ca.se  No.  2  where  this  was  not  possible  orders  we  re  given  far 
protective  measures  to  the  supply  system,  and  in  fact  a  subsequent  sample 
showed  a  Nil  Count. 

By  the  end  of  19&5  there  was  fim  Indication  that  Manchester  Corporation 
Watcrwork '  s  application  for  contribution  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and 
Sewerage  Acts,  1944/^961  would  receive  formal  approved,  in  respect  of  the 
proposed  extent  ions  to  serve  the  Babbit  Lane  area  at  Mottram,  while  a.  further 
scheme  for  renewal  and  extention  to  Pingot  Lane  properties  had  also  heen 
submitted.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Free  treatment  continued  to  he  given  against  rodent  infestation,  and 
60  premises  were  trea.ted  with  190  inspected  in  connection  with  rodent  control. 

The  whole  of  the  sower  system  va.s  treated  with  Fluorakil  in  September, 
and  takes  were  minima,!.
